▪ East-West Crossing Final Concept

– Curvature, Sinuous Approach, 4.5% Pathway Grade, Shielding Barrier, Contrast 

with Surrounding Environment, Light Colors, Maximize Curves, Integrated Art​

▪ Pathway Respite Areas

– Minimal slope, benches, shade

▪ Public Art Integration

– Bridge as an art piece, art integration throughout pathway and bridge

▪ Lighting

– LED lighting throughout, visibility on the pathway surface and visibility of 

other pathway users
